A London correspondent writes 
from Saloniki as follows: Officers’ 
recreations here being Hmited, those 
of the men are naturally few. Route 
Marches, parades, 
building roads, fill up most of the day, 
and for amusement in their short 
leisure they are thrown upon their 
own resources in the way of football, 
sing-songs and the never-failing mouth 
organ. Transport difficulties hinder 
the arrival of big recreation tents 
such as would be put up nearer home 
by caterers and private funds, and 
bell tents do not lend themselves to 
the purposes of entertainment like 
the large pitched-felt sheds which the 
French use for housing their men. 
But though camp life at Saloniki may 
be dull, the time of rest that the new 
arrivals have cannot but be of great 
value to our troops, and the oppor- 
tunities it gives for drill and man- 
ceuvres will enable them to tune them- 
selves up to fighting pitch after the 
slackness that inevitably sets in dur- 
ing a voyage which frequently lasts 
more than a fortnight. There is stil! 
hard work enough before our Balkan 
Expeditionary Force. The country is 
dificult to an unusual degree; the 
enemy is well equipped and holds 
strong positions.

FAMOUS WAR HORSES 


Great Pride in Generals’ Chargers Is 
Doomed by Motors 


One probable result of the intro- 
duction of mechanical vehicles into 
warfare will be the abolition of the 
old custom of cherishing the memory 
of famvuus war hovees. When generals 
conducted campaigns’ on horseback, 
before the advent of the fleld motor 
car, their favorite chargers used to 
receive many honors. When a statue 
of Lord Kitchener was erected at Cal- 
cutta, the famous’ sok ier arranged 
that the sculptor shoule picture him 
mounted on a stone reproduction of 
his famous horse Democrat, which 
carried him through many important 
campaigns. 

Wellington’s famous charger, Co- 
penhagen, when he died was buried 
with full milltary honors. The Iron 
Duke's horse was a magnificent chest- 
nut, and he carried his master many 
hundreds of miles in Spain, and at 
the battle of Toulouse. “If he fell,” 
said the Duke, “it was on standing 
corn as I sat in the saddle.” The re- 
mains of Napoleon’s white stallion, 
Marengo, are preserved at the Royal 
United Service Institution, while an- 
other of Bonaparte’s steeds, which he 
purchased at St. Helena, and bore tho 
name of King George, figures in many 
famous paintings. The horse which 
Lord Ronald rode in the Balaclava 
charge was cherished by his family 
Until its death, when a tombstone was 
erected over its grave.

BRITISH - SCIENTISTS 
_ ARE AMONG THE BEST 


Led 


Our Military Inventors Have 
- Where Germans Copied—Let 
Brains be Mobllized 


The British Empire is mobilizing ita 
industries for the manufacture of 
shells. When shall we mobilize our 
scientists? asks a British writer. The 
urgency of this question is emphasized 
by the news that the French Academy 
of Science is in the ‘closest possible 
touch with the French army. Officers 
inform the academy of new needs as 
they arise and submit questions for 
solution. Thus in present conditions 
wire entanglements are usually re- 
moved by a very clumsy process— 
using high-explosive shell to tear down 
their supports. It might be possible 
to devise some more effective scien- 
tific means of achieving this end. The 
present idea is to meet poisonous gas 
by,the issue of respirators. It would 
be better and quite as practicable to 
neutralize the asphyxiating gas with 
some other gas or vapor. To give an 
example, chlorine fumes would bo ren- 
dered harmless by soda solution spray- 
ed. In place of choking vapor there 
would be a snowfall of a solid viscous 
substance, chlorine of sodium, or com- 
mon salt. 

Sclence Decides 


The war is more and more becoming 
a matter of science, German scien- 
tists have given various kinds of as- 
phyxiating gases and bombs charged 
with formaline and other choking 
fumes. They have turned out high 
explosives in gigantic quantities and 
of relative stability. When the allied 
blockade interfered with the supply of 
nitrates—and nitric acid is an essen- 
tial ingredient in cvery explosive—the 
German chemists produced their.plant 
by which nitrogen was extracted from 
the air. 

There is an ill-founded idea that the 
British are inferior to the Germans in 
scientific acquirements and inventive- 
ness. This has been much exploited 
by the Huns, but it is sheer nonsense. 
One of the most famous American mil- 
Nonaires states that he has made an 
immense fortune out of British brains 
and declares that the British are great- 
er inventars then all other nations. 
Sir William Ramsay recently showed 
that the most remarkable chemical in- 
ventions of the last few years were 
the achievements of Englishmen. 

We Show and Huns Learn 


The British army was the first in 
Europe to be equipped with the ma- 
chine gun and to grasp its value. Hav- 
ing done this it stood still and was 
content with a tiny allowance of these 
guns. The Germans ordered just be- 
fore the war 60,000 machine guns. The 
result is that they are aften able to 
hold their trenches with machine guns 
worked by half a dozen men, whereas 
we are compelled to offer the German 
high-explosive shells a splendid target 
of many splendid lives. Britain led 
the world in the adoption of the Dread- 
nought type, and here again the Ger- 
mans merely copied us. The one real 
German invention is the Zeppelir, and 
to this a reply could long since have 
been discovered. 


MORAL GAIN BY WAR 


Inspiring Interpretation by Most Fa- 
mous Philosopher of France 


As President of the Academie des 
Sciences Morales et Politiques, Henri 
Bergson, France’s most dearly loved 
philosopher, delivered an address on 
the meaning of the war. He shows 
how, when Germany was working out 
her natural self-development, Prussia 
—an artificially-created State, not one 
of natural growth—introduced and 
succeeded in imposing on Germany 
her mechanical system of Govern- 
ment, her mechanical army, whch 
strangled the free, human, develop- 
ment of the people. By the defeat 
of France in 1870-71, Bismarck induc- 
ed the whole of Germany to accept 
Prussian materialism. In the great 
industrial development that followed, 
lust of conquest took a new form in 
the thirst for wealth. So came the 
desire to dominate the world, and the 
trust in material force to secure thet 
end. The alliance between militarisn 
and industrialism has made Germany 
ruthless and regardiess of all rules 
in the conduct of the war. Wishing 
to strike at the enemy’s industry and 
wealth, she was filled with the spirit 
of destruction, and to make the war 
short, in the interests of German com- 
merce, she adopted all methods for 
terrorizing the enemy population. 

Such, says M. Bergson, is the ex- 
planation of the spectacle before the 
world. “Barbarism reinforced by the 
capture of civilization.” Humanity, 
physically enlarged enormously by the 
advance of the mechanical arts, was 
busy trying to fill up “the soulless 
void in the body politic by creating 
more liberty, more fraternity, more 
justice than the world has ever seen.” 
Then, in the person of Germany, brute 
force sought to usurp the place of 
moral force. But, says Bergson in a 
fine passage, great miracles then hap- 
pened; moral forces suddenly reveal- 
ed themselves as creators of material 
force—in Great Britain especially, 
where “one million, two millions of 
soldiers suddenly rose from the 
earth,” and “in a nation thought to 
be mortally divided against itself all 
became brothers in the space of a day. 
From that n.oment the issue of the 
conflict was not open to doubt.” Great 
spiritual gains, Bergson is confident, 
will be the issue of the war, ‘and the 
philosopher of the future will see 
“how humanity was saved by material 
suffering from the moral downfall 
which would have been its end.” 


| THE BLACK WATCH | 


The Black Watch, represents the 
regiments of the o!d Forty-secon] and 
Seventy-third Royal Highlanders, 
which in turn represented indepen- 
dent companies from Whig clans, 
raised between 1715 and 1745 to keep 
the peace of the Highlands. Each 
company wcre the tartan of its com- 
mander, and most of these tartans 
such as that of the Campbells and 
Munroes, were of a dark character. 
Thus these companies’ gained the 
name of (in Gaellu’ “Freimdun Dhu,” 
or Black Watch, as opposed to the 
“Leidman Diarag,” or Red Soldiers. 
The title, “Royal Highlanders,” was 
bestowed in 1758, and at that date, 
no clan having a prior claim to give 
a tartan to the whole, a new dark 
tartan was exp-essly designed, which 
has since been peculiar to the regi- 
ment. Like all British regiments, the 
honors gained were won in far-sunder- 
ed places and embrace Martinique, 
Corunna, Waterloc, Alma, Sebastopol, 
Lucknow, Ashanti, Tel-el-Kebir, 
Egypt, and Paardeburg, South Africa. 
Many of these battles were fought 
against foes which are now not mere- 
ly friends, but comrades in arms, as 
witness Waterloo, Sebastopol, Luck- 
now, and, latest of all, Paardeburg. 


HELPS UNITED STATES 


Welland Canal Will Help New York 
State Routes ‘ 


Major R. W. Leonard, speaking be- 
fore the Canadian C. E. Society, said: 
“Oswego is about 150 miles nearer 
(by Erie-Canal) to Troy than is Buf- 
falo, and, as_ the enlarged Welland 
Canal will be, by treaty, free to United 
States ships, their largest lake ships 
will deliver grain cargoes to 1,500-ton 
United States barges at Qswego, in 
the New York State Barge Canal for 
New York instead of into 200 or 300- 
ton barges at Buffalo as at present, 
and thus compete with large Canadian 
ships discharging into 2,000-ton barges 
at Prescott or Kingston for Montreal. 
In the’past the little Erie canal boats 
taking grain from Buffalo to New 
York have been very keen competitors 
against the St. Lawrence route. What 
will be the result of the new con- 
ditions when in operation? It would 
appear that the expenditure on the 
proposed Welland Canal enlargement 
when completed will be quite as much 
to the advantage of the United States 
as to Canada, and during construction 
probably much more than half the 
cost goes to the United States for coal 
and machinery.”

ARE YOU ON MEAT DIET ? 


Analysis Shows No _ ODifference Be- 
tween “Red” and “White” Varieties 


If you have rheumatism or gout, or 
fre suffering with nephrit'’s, the doc- 
tor is very likely to cut “red” meat 
from your diet. 

You will be allowed “white” meat, 
however, ad libitum. It has been a 
widely accepted theory that “red” 
meat is not only inferior in nutritive 
qualities, tut peculiarly irritating in 
cases of rheumatism and kindred af- 
fections. 

The theory dates back to the early 
part of the 14th century, when an 
English surgeon, Arderne, asserted 
that there was a difference in the food 
values of the two varieties of meat 
as well as in their irritative proper- 
ties. It has been accepted without 
question in all the years, never nay- 
ing been seriously .challenged untll 
quite recently. 

If the protest is late, it is at least 
vigorous and weighty. It atHrms 
that a chemical investigation revea’s 
nothing in “red” meat which differ. 
entiates it from “white” meat as a 
diet for rheumatics. Both are com- 
posed of: muscle tissue. They are 
about equal in nitrogenous content. 
Nothing in the shape of an extra irrt- 
tant has been found in “red’’ meat, 
nor is the chemist able to discover 
any of its constituents from which 
such an element is likely to be pro- 
duced in any stage of we digestive 
process. 

The merits of meat in the dietary 
of the rheumatic does not enter into 
the present cofitroversy. It may or 
May not ve desirable or permissible. 
The point is that the two k‘nds of 
meat “stand on all fours.” The 
rheumatic, forced to eat white meat 
until it no longer satisfies the crav- 
{i82*SP appetite, may at last venture 
upon beef steak or a bit of game. 

And if he suffers as a result, thera 
is the consoling reflection. that a like 
amount of “white” meat would have 
given him as much extra pain and 
no gratification whatever. Or more 
comforting yet, he has the justifica 
tion of medical authority in quite 
denying the agency of meat in hig 
suffering,

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saask- 
atchawan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in peraon at the Donr 
inion Lands Agenoy or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lamds 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 


Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 aores, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain -districts a homosteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may, 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A setfler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Dutics—Must 
reside six months in each of threo 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect a 
house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for oultivation under 
certain conditions.

New oerb Army 
Reaches Saloniki 


Reorganized Force Believed 
to Consist of 100,000 Men 


Paris, May 29.—The Servian army 
has safely arrived at Saloniki, where 
it has joined the entente forces. 

Servia’s new army has been vari- 
ously estimated between 80,000 and 
100,000 officers and men. It was re- 
organized on the island of Corfu, 
which is approximately 700 miles dis- 
tant by water from Saloniki. 

The Serbian army totalled about 
300,000 men at the outbreak of the 
war, but this force was greatly de 
pleted as a result of an epidemic of 
typhoid and the engagements fought 
in an endeavor to check the Austro- 
German and Bulgarian invasion. 

When the reorganization at Corfu 
had been completed the entente allies 
asked permission of the Athens gov- 
ernment to transport the soldiers 
from Corfu to  Saloniki, across 
Greek territory, by rail. This would 
have cut down the length of the 
journey by some 500 miles, beside 
lessening the danger of attack on the 
transports by Teutonic submarines 
operating in the Adriatic, Tonian, 
Mediterranean, and Aegean seas. 
Greece, however, steadfastly refused 
to allow the troops to cross her ter- 


ritory, taking the stand that it 
would be a violation of her neutral- 
ity.

Letter to Lieut. 
Horace Meeres 


Lieut. Horace Meeres received the 
following letter from Corp. J. A. 
Carswell, regarding the death of his 
brother at the front a few weeks ago: 

May 5, 1916, 
Belgium. 

Dear Horace:—Sad news I have to 
send you concerning the death of 
your brother here to-day. The enemy. 
artillery were sending over some ra- 
ther heavy shells quite close to where 
we were stationed in a small wood. 
I take it that one of the splint.rs 
flew off a shell, which burst about 
70 yards away, and it struck hing 
directly over!the heart and penetrat- 
ed through his pay book and other 
materialin his pocket. He only lived 
a few minutes afterwards. \ number 
of his platoon, including myself, sburi- 
ed him in a small graveyard here, 
while quite a heavy shell fire was go- 
ing on not many hundred yards dis- 
tant, a place I am_ sure he would 
have chosen. One of our company, 
who is a student of theology, per- 
formed the last sad rites, after I had 
lowered him into the hastily dug 
grave. A suitable cross, such as is 
erected over all our dead, will be put 
up marking his resting place. 

I might add that Mr. Meeres was 
probably the oldest man in our bat- 
talion and the life may have been 
pretty hard for him at times. But 
no one 
heard him complain. He refused more 
than one chance to take a safe job at 
the base. and other places. He was 
in my platoon, although not in my 
section, and I know all of the pla- 
toon respected and admired him and 
much regretted his removal. I be- 
lieve news is being sent to his home.

How Lloyd's is Placing 
Odds on War Finish 


London, May 26.—Responding in- 
stantly to Sir Edward Grey’s de- 
claration that peace talkis idle un- 
til Germany changes its attitude, 
Lloyd’s to-day made a radical shift 
in rates of insurance against the war 
ending before December 31. <A_ few 
days ago Lloyd’s offered even money 
that the war would not end this 
year. To-day the insurance brokers 
were willing to wager 3 to 1 that 
the war would not end in 1916. 

Other odds posted by Lloyd’s were 
Seven to three that the war will end 
before April 1, 1917; 20 tol that the 
conflict will end before 1919; 40 to 1 
that Sweden will not join Germany 
within six months; 2 to 1 that Ger- 
many and the United States will not 
be at war this month. 

The odds quoted on the possibilities 
of a German-American clash reflect 
the strong feeling in English 
circles that a German _— submarine 
commander, by attacking a passenger 
liner without warning and causing 
loss of lives will embroil the two na- 
tions in war. 

The consensus of opinion among 
Londoners is that (Crey’s statement 
in the house of commons has killed 
all hopes of peace on Germany's 
terms.

Bulgarians Take 
Greek Forts 


Germans Lead The Advance 


Paris, May 29.—A news dispatch 
from Athens says that grave troublo 
has broken out there following the 
news of the invasion of Macedonia 
by the Bulgarians. ° 

Bulgarians crossed the Greek fron- 
tier May 26, and occupied the forts 
of Rupel, Dragotin and Spatevo. Tho 
Greek troops which had garrisoned 
these forts withdrew on the advance 
of the Bulgarians, who claimed per- 
mission from Athens for their act. 
The Bulgarians were said to be led 
by German officers, who explained to 
the commanders of the Greek forts 
that the central powers were merely 
being accorded the same privilege 
that has been given the allies in per- 
mitting them to oceupy Saloniki. 

It was reported from Athens, yes- 
terday, that feeling was running high 
in the Greek capital over the Bul- 
farian invasion. The Herald, the or- 
gan of M. Venizelos appeared, yes- 
terday, with a black border, and 
contained a fiery article from the 
pen of the former premier. : 


Big British Columbia 
lumber Deal Closed 


Revelstoke, B.C., May 25. —W. A. 
Anstie, managing director — of the 
Forest Mills, of B.C., returned to-day 
from Minneapolis where he has just 
completed one of the most important 
timber deals reported in the province 
for some years, having acquired from 
the Arrow Lakes Saw Mill Company 
their entire holdings of over one bil- 
lion feet of standing timber and 
their big sawmill and plant at Arrow 
head, B.C. The price was over one 
million dollars. 

With the acquisition of this proper- 
ty the Forest Mills company becomes 
the largest owners of timber and 
have the largest manufacturing  ca- 
pacity in the province, It is their in- 
tention to immediately commence 
operations at Arrowhead where they 
have nineteen million feet of logs on 
hand. About five hundred men will be 
employed between the mill and in 
logging operations.

Nicholas and Montenegro Play Worthy 


Part In Europe's War—A Pic- 
turesque Ruler 


Although it numbers but 40,000 men, 
which has 
taken the field with King Nicholas at 


the Montenegrin army, 
{ts head, will probably effect a big, 
final influence in the Balkan situation. 
for every one of those men is « sturdy, 
strenuous fighter. [For five hundred 
years the Turks have tried to con- 
quer this hardy race. Austria, too, 
has tried, with diplomatic trickery, to 
bring about a union with this gallant 
little nation, but without success, for 
the Montenegrin loves his freedom. 


A Great Warrior 


King Nicholas himself is the most 
eesgue Royal figure in Europe. 

e is a magnificent soldier, and for 
half a century has guided the destin- 
les of his land through war and peace. 
It was in 1860 that the King, then 
barely nineteen, succeeded to the 
tulership of Montenegro, owing to the 
assassination of his uncle Daniel. And 
since those far-off days he has become 
the father of a numerous family. In 
the same year that he ascended the 
throne he married a daughter of a 
Montenegrin landowner, to whom he 
had been betrothed since infancy. His 
bride was barely thirteen, and seemed 
very delicate; but they have had a 
large family—six daughters and threo 
bons—several of whom have made 
brilliant marriages. 


A Royal Author’s Joke 


One of King Nicholas’ daughters is 
Qucen Helena of Italy, and the King 
Is said to have laughingly referred to 
her as “Montenegro's most valuable 
export.” Another daughter is the wife 
of Prince Joseph of Battenberg. The 
marriage of Prince Danilo has some- 
what nearly allied the Montenegrin 
aud the English Royal families, the 
Crown Princess being Queen Mary's 
cousin once removed. 

King Nicholas is not only a strenu- 
ous soldier and a great patriot, but 
he is also a polished linguist and lit- 
térateur, blessed with a full share of 
the poetic fervor which is characteris- 
tic of his race. He is author of many 
fine stirring war songs and at least 
two plays. Prince Danilo las inherit- 
ed the warlike qualities of his father, 
and is a fighter first and last. - He 
has been brought up on very Spartan 
lines by a father who has a greut be- 
lief in the patriarchal system. 


STARVE ALL BELGIANS! 


Hun Editor Calls For Blood of all 
the Conquered 


— 


Here is one way to end the war. 
Sirst, let Germany confiscate all Bel- 
Bian land now in its occupation and 
send all the dispossessed landowners 
to the centre of Germany and Austria, 
‘installing German people in their 
places. Second, let Germany take 
possession of all mines, railways, fac- 
tories, banks, etc., in the occupied ter- 
titoriles. Third, let the inhabitants of 
the occupied territories be subjected 
to starvation. That would arouse such 
a world-cry for peace in the lands of 
the Entente powers that their Gov- 
ernments would be compelled to sue 
for peace. 

Such at least, is-the conclusion of 
Herr Rudolf Keller, the editor of the 
“Prague Tageblatt.” He expounds 
and details his scheme ia a series of 
flve articles which appeared in his 
journal. Herr Keller strikes the note 
of brute force, naked and unashamed 
in his very first sentences: “Imperial 
Chancellor Bethmann-Hollweg has 
said that Germany abandoned senti- 
mentality. If that is so Germany has 
not made it sufficiently pparent and 
that {8 just what Germany must do. 

“Experience in Alsace-Lorraine and 
S<nleswig-Holstein has shown that {f 
the Central Powers would achieve, as 
the Chancellor said they must, fron- 
tiers which would protect them from 
attack in the future, they must drive 
out the entire population from the oc- 
cupied territories and replace the pre- 
sent inhabitants with Germans. That 
would be the work of months.” Herr 
Keller goes on to urge “A beginning 
should be made at once. There is 
no time to lose. It is possible now. 
After peace it would be no longer 
possible. Tet us confront our enemies 
with an accomplished fact. It will help 
us In the negotiations.”

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TURKS FEARED MAORIS 


Strange War Dance at Gallipoli by 
Highly Educated Sons of Chival- 
rous Cannibals 


An officer of the New Zealand con- 
tingent writes: “At Gallipoli a group 
of men were sitting round the en- 
trance to a dug-out. In their midst 
squatted a Greek interpreter trans- 
lating into very bad English some 
of the news contained in a copy of 
the Constantinople newspaper Tanin. 
The article said: “Information is still 
lacking as to the composition of the 
enemy’s forces, but it appears from 
indications received from Europe that 
they must consist chiefly of black 
men from Africa and Australia. Thus 
the Straits for the first time in his- 
tory have had to endure attack by 
cannibals.” No wonder the listening 
Australiaas and New Zealanders laugh- 
ed uproariously. The British force at 
Gallipoli had been strengthened by 
the arrival of the Maori contingent, 
direct descendants of most chivalrous 
and warlilw ancestors, to whom the 
poaka-roa, or “long pig,” as a human 


joint was termed, was a much esteem: | 


ed delicacy. Nowadays the Maori, in- 
stead of fattening his slaves, spends 
his time, if he is ambitious, in get- 
ting his M.A. degree or in passing 
his accountancy examinationeg. 


A Splendid Race 


These men who landed at Gaba 
Tepe are the first Polynesian troops 
to be brought oversea to fight for the 
Mother Country, and having the spirit 
of their ancestors, do it well. Back 
in the Maori wars their forebear war- 
riors were besieged by British troops. 
The 65th Regiment, it was, sat down 
around the fortress gates and prepar- 
ed to starve out the men inside the 
pah. The hikite peep, as the Maor:s 
called the besiegirg regiment, ran out 
of water first, and the situation was 
getting serious when the palisade 
gates of the pah opened and a line 
of brown figures carrying gourds fill- 
ed with water approached the British 
trenches. Fearing a ruse the colonel 
of the 65th ordered his men to stand 
to arms, but the chief leading the 
water-bearers smiled. He made a 
courteous speech, in which he said 
naively that both parties hitherto had 
been enjoying themselves, and it 
would be a pity if so small a matter 
as lack of water should put a stop 
to what was really a most pleasant 
siege. Such a thing was unthinkable. 
There was abundance of water in the 
pah for both besieged and besiegers. 
With further complimentary refer. 
ences he took his leave, and the thirs.- 
ty hikite peep watched the brown 
backs for a miaut: or two in amaze- 
ment and then buried their faces in 
the cool gourds. The next morning 
the pah was empty, and the garrison 
had walked out a back way through 
what had looked like an impassable 
swamp. Only a few old women were 
left to shout and make a noise dur: 
ing the night . 


While Moclems Shivered 


Now the Maori fights with us, and 
he has exchanged his old Tower mus- 
ket for the Mark II. Star L. E., with 
which he is a phenomenal shot. The 
Maoris started to cig themselves in, 
and made their bivouacs in an old 
watercourse on the left flank. Then 
the Paksha (white man) General 
came along and addressed them, and 
afterwards occurred a scene that has 
no counterpart in the weird and 
varied annals of the Dardanelles. The 
Maoris, privates and officers, lined up. 
With protruding tongues and a rhyth- 
mical slapping of hands on thighs and 
chests, with a deep concerted “a-a-ah,” 
ending abruptly, they began’ the 
Maori haka—the war dance. Shrill 
and high the leader intoned the solo 
parts, and the chorus crashed out. 
As the dancers became more animated 
the beat of their feet echoed through 
the gullies of Gallipoli. The leader 
now declaimed fiercely, now his voice 
sank to an eerie whisper, still per: 
fectly audible, and as he crouched low 
to the ground so the men bahind him 
posed. Suddenly, after a concerted 
crash of voices, the chant ended with 
a sibilant hiss, a stamp of the right 
foot, and the detonation of palms 
slapping the hard ground. 

A hundred yards away in the Turk: 
ish trenches perplexed Moslems lis- 
tened to this blood-curdling serenade, 
and one of them in explanation pro- 
duced his copy of the Koran. Omin- 
ous nods and headshakings followed 
{ts reading. ‘For the first time in 
history the Straits have had to en- 


dure attack by cannibals.” And the 
leader of the’ haka, a full-blooded 
Maori, wrote M.A., LL.D., after his 


name, and spoke better English than 
many a white man.

Soldiers Certain That They Will Not 


Have to Spend 
in The 


Another Winter 
Trenches 


British Headquarters in France, 
May 25.—A correspondent, absent for 
six months from the British front, is 
amazed upon his return at the in- 
creased number of men, guns and 
equipment. The numerous battalions 
of the new army which have arrived 
have engulfed the old regular army. 
Not one officer in 10 has had any 
military service before the war. 


100-MILE FRONT 


It now requires a ride of 100 miles 
to compass the British front. Khaki 
is thick in the villages of the Somme 
country. The British hold the fam- 
ous “‘abyrinth’’ as well as Ypres 
and Loos. In taking over a long sec- 
tion of the French line, hundreds of 
miles of wire had to be laid, trans- 
port organized, headquarters moved, 
new corps and divisions created and 
commanders appointed. In the last 
few months new men have come in- 
to positions of responsibility. Men 
who entered the army as second lieu- 
tenants have become captains with- 
out Le eth old enough to Vote.

NO MORE WINTERS IN 
TRENCHES 


“We do not know when the war 
will be over,’’ say the soldiers, ‘‘but 
we do know this—the second winter 
in the trenches is finished.’’ Before 
another winter—well, what, will nap- 


pen this summer ? The growth of the 
army aad the sun drawing the mols- 
ture out of the mud emphasized this 
universal question. Never, so far as 
one can learn, have there been s0 
‘many Germans and so many allied 
‘troops on the western’ front as at 
ithis time. Next to the Verdun region 
ithe German concentration is heaviest 
‘in, the face of the British of any oth- 
Jer section. No German troops have 
been withdrawn from the British 
jfront for the attack on Verdun, 
TRENCH RAIDS 
Whatever fighting there was 
through the winter and spring 
along the British front might be de- 
scribed as trench raids. One side or 
the other demolishes a section of 
trench by exploding mines or by ar- 
tillery concentration. Then the infan- 
try rushes the trenches, gathers in 
some (prisoners, does what. damage it 
can and returns to its trench. In the 
morasses' of 
the Loos region nothing more could 
be done, though a’ winter attack 


might be possible in high country 
like that. around Verdun. Much in- 
‘lgenuity has been shown by _ both 


sides in these trench raids. But no 
sooner has one side worked out a 
new trick than the other learns how 
to counter it. ‘‘Mud’’ was the reason 
given by an officer why the British 
could not attackk in winter to re- 
lieve the pressure on Verdun.

I was pleased to see Bill Mallory’s 
letter in the paper; it is very in- 
| teresting; Bill was one of the best 
men on the medical staff since com- 
ing out here, There has been quite a 
lot of heavy fighting going, on this 
front lately, especially near us. There 
is one good thing about it now, and 
that is, whenever Fritz starts mak- 
ing things hot for us, we have plenty. 
of heavy artillery behind us to make 
him quit. When the big guns open up 
they sure make an awiul row, and a 
terrible mess of the trenches. Now 
that. we have the artillery and the 
ammunition, the men have a great 
deal more confidence in themselves. 
There is certainly a wonderful change 
in this front, from what it was like 
last year. Where we had only a few 
small guns we now have plenty of 
big ones, besides any number of 
small ones as well. 

We do not worry any more about 
the Germans using gas, for we are 
now well equipped tor fighting it- 
Once a gas attack is started, our 
system of alarms is so eflicient that 
; Within a very short space of time it 
is known all along the line, and tho 
'reserves behind the lines are also 
, Warned, too. Considering everything 
il think that we are now in good 
shape to mect anything that the Ger- 
mans have a mind to spring on us. 

{ had some more letters from New 
Zealand tho other day, and I seo by 
one of them that you have sent them. 
out one of my photos. I am very 
curious to know which one you sent, 
for they passed some very flattering 
remarks about. it. I sent mother a 
silk scarf a few days ago, by one of 
the boys who went on leave.

short time. Well, I'm sure running 
one by myself now— just moved up 
here to day, and I am the only man 
on the job. To-morrow, I will have 
someone with me. 

1 suppose you people wonder what 
we do in a ‘“'Y’’ here in France. Well 
I will try and give you some idea. In 
the hut L[ just leit, which by the 
way, was quite a large one, about 
125 feet long by 25 feet wide, frame, 
we ran a canteen, in which we sold 
canned fruits, in fact, all kinds — of 
canned goods, tobacco, candles, 
matches, tea, cake, biscuits, etc., in 
other words anything we think the 
fellows will need. The hut. was in a 
Rest Hut Camp where two'batta- 
lions of men are quartered. ‘These 
men, like me, get, paid 15 francs, 
twice a month, or three dollars every 
two weeks. If the canteen were not 
there they would spend that money 
with the Belgian and French people, 
for eggs, chips, and other things at 
about twice what they are worth, or 
for French beer and wine. (Eggs, by 
the way, they souk us de apiece or 
60c per dozen, for.) By having ‘Ys’ 
in these camps, the men buy extras 
at the same priee as in ‘&ngland. 
further, it furnishes a place where 
they can come and write letters, ‘hear 
a goud concert, of an afternoon 0 
evening. Sundays, of course, there is 
church parade in the huts. Also we 
have moving pictures, in many of the 
rest camps where the men can take 
in a show. This is a funny war! A 
lot of people would say men did 
not come out here to go to shows 
and have a good time,—we all know 
we didn’t come for that ! J think I 
said in one of my letters that this is 
a war of meeral fatigue, while wars 
previous to this were wars of physi- 
cal fatigue. Now the men at the head 
of things have come to realize that 
such is the case, and when mep are 
back in rest billets, they do thar 
best to make them forget what they 
have just come through. A fellow 
goes to a show, after a trip up the 
line, get’s his mind on the show, off 
himself and surroundings, and that ig 
rest to the mind, similar to a good 
night’s sleep, after a hard day’s 
work. 

Within a certain distance of the 
firing line, the civilian population 
has cleared out but here there are 
battalion after battalion of men in 
reserve, dugouts, etc. These places 
can be hit by shell fire, but nut by 
small field artillery. Further, these 
dugouts, etc., are built in sheltered 
and screened positions, i.c. along a 
hedge. Now, for Fritz to shell them 
he has to use heavy artillery, it 
would take a great many shots to 
find the right place and range, and 
as that is too expensive he leaves 
them alone. 

Now men in these dugouts have no 
place where they can buy anything in 
The Y.M.C.A. 
steps in and puts’ in a canteen and 
reading room, and in one of these 
places I am writing this brief letter. 
Let me picture it to you. It is a 
brick building; in one end of it is an 
old bake oven, while in the other is 
a stable of some kind, all cleaned up. 
‘here is a good chimney in the place 
and I have a bright open fire burning 
in the front of the old pake oven, 
made of boxes. The smoke goes up 
the chimney, so it’s jake. We brought 
up a load of stock to-day, and it is 
arranged on a sheld, and in boxes a- 
long one side of the room. There is a 
counter in front of this, on which by 
candle light, I am writing this. The 
other room we will fix it up with 
tables, for reading and writing. <A 
Captain Herd came up with me to- 
day but went back. He and Captain 
Wallace are coming up to-morrow, 
and I will give them this to mail. T 
think I told you how busy we were 
at the other hut, but this will be as 
bad when we get going, so my letters 
may be a little brief in future. How-
